“ make thinking popular,” a univ ersity president de­ 
clared today Too many Americans hav e the attitude 
that hav ing brains is okay but “ not v ery interesting,” 
said Dr. Lee A 
Dubridge, head of the California 
Institute of Technology. 
That is one main reason why not enough students 
are becoming scientists, at a tim e when more scien­ 
tists and engineers are badly needed, he said. 
The challenge is “ to make thinking popular, to 
elev ate respect for the thoughtful men, the scholars, 
the intellectual.” One effect would be to induce more 
students to take up scientific careers. Dr. Dubridge 
told the American Assn. for the Adv ancement of 
Science. 
“There are plenty of sm art kids who do not go 
into either science or social science or any other in­ 
tellectual field 
“They drift off into the hardw are business so 
they can take ov er Dad’s store 
Worse still, they 
drift into business or farm ing because they hav e 
nev er heard of a scholarly career or what it offers 
or else they hav e been told — with tragic accuracy 
— that such careers don’t yield the sort of financial 
return to which ev ery young man would like to be­ 
come accustomed ” 
The educator scientist said pay is getting better 
for scientists. 
“ We not only need more scientists, but at present 
and for the foreseeable future there are going to be 
paying jobs for them.
